WASHINGTON — A telling moment in 
the annals of Medicare: Early in 196S, Lyn- 
don Johnson and his aides talk strategy in a 
hideaway next to the Oval Office. The presi- 
dent's Medicare bill is stuck in o Senate 
committee, and he wonts it voted out. NOW. 

A deal to shake the bill loose would add a 
half-billion dollars to its cost, an aide warns. 

Johnson waves him off. “Five-hundred 
million Js that all? Do it” 

Fast forward to today, when Medicare is 
swelling like a monster souffle, and Wash- 
ington doesn’t know ho'w to keep it down. 
How did this thing get so big?. 

There are all sorts of reasons wh y Medi- 

care costs total SI 78 billion and ore rising 10 
percent a year. America's population-is ag- 
ing and living longer. Medical costs ore up, 
with new'technology and specialists. Cover- 
age was extended to younger people with 
•debilities. Some doctors and patients abuse 
the system. 

Medicare’s woes date to the beginning In 
the early 1960s, about half of the nation’sel- 
dcrly lockttl health insurance. Private insur- 
ance ibr the elderly was hard to find, didn’t 
offer much coverage, and cpst more than: 
many people could afford. \ 

Pmident Kennedy hod proposed a federal' 
health plan for the elderly; but it got 
nowhere. After his assassination, sentiment ' 
in Congress shifted toward passing the dead 
president’s programs. The Johnson team 
seized the advantage. 

“All of our focus was on access, not cost,” 
said Joseph Califano Jr., Johnson's'top do- 
• mestic’ adviser. He describes that 1965 meet- 
ing with Johnson to illustrate the administra- 
tion’s priorities: ”We wanted to give old 
people heolth'care.” _ 

Critics today say Medicare’s 'design in- . 
duced overspending. It invited doctors and 
. hc^itnls to raise fees and perform unnceded~ 
-rtesist^eiicburaged ihceideity to iiM -Health 
core services impnidently; and forced work- 
ers to subsidize the medical care of even the 
wdilthiest retirees. 

“The reason we have insolvency around 
the comer goes back to 196S,” said John Liu, 
senior health care analyst at the conservative 
Heritage Foundation. "The Way this program 
was designed vra.s structurally unsound.” ^

Temperaturts hit record highs Sunday in the north-central 
pan of the nation, white record cold moved into parts of the 
.West and thundetstomu were scattered over the Southeast. 

Temperanues soared into the'OOs over the northern Plaint 
and around the upper Great Lakes. 

Record highs were 95 at Oteen Bay. Wis.; 94 at Houghton 
-Lake. Mich.; 94 at Duluth, Minn., and 95 at Marquette, Mich. . 

International Falls, Minn., tied its record at 99, Sunday's 
warmest in the lower 48 states. 

In the' West, however, cold air over the high country of 
nonhem Arizona dropped temperatures to a record low of 39 at 
Winslow. And Flagstaff hod the chilliest reading in the lower 
48 states with a record low of 24. In the noimolly hot southern 
pan of the state, Tucson tied its itMid low for the dale at 56. 

Elsewhere in the West, Bakersfield, Calif., tied its record for 


the date with a low of 53. Showers and thunderstorms were , 
scatteredovertheNorthwestdnd West, with the stronger tbun- . 
d erstoma over central Montana. 

Rain stretched from northern Nerada into eastern Montano, *. 
and showers extended along the coast from Nonl^em Cilifomia ' 
to near Seattle. Snow was scattered throuj^ higher elevations of ' 
the Cascades, with 2 to 4 inches of snow possible obove 5,000 .

Under Johnson's proposal, the gov- 
ernment would provide hospital cov- 
erage.for everyone eligible for Social 
Security, regaidJess of income. 

The Republicans offered a volun- 
tary plan that would cover doctor bills 
as well as hospital bills for the elderly 
^0 signed up — and paid a monthly 
premium.' The AMA suggested a plan 
that would help the poor buy private 
insurance.

Simmonds was among the fore- 
most collectors of early western 
and Mormon writings and foilnd 


himself in the news a decade ago- 
when he became one of the first 
historians to question the authen- 
ticity of some documents being 
peddled by collector- Mark 
Hofmann. 

The documents later were found 
to be part of an elaborate forgery 
scheme .which unravelled after 
Hofmann became a suspect in a 
pair of fatal pipe-bombings in 
October 1985. 

Hofmann pleaded guilty to mur- 
der and is serving life sentences at 
the Utah State Prison. 

He was an adjunct professor of 
history at the Logon university but 
spent most of his time building up 
and tending its special collections 
division. 

What began as a few shelves of 
documents 28 years ago was 
turned into'a formidable collection 
of diaries, photographs, documents 
and manuscripts immbering more 
"than 75,000 pieces, said Roderick.” 

Along with large collections of 
western and Mormon historical 
items, Simmonds has also put 
together on admired collection of 
.original manuscripts and writings 
from advftnturer and writer Jack 
l,ondon.

Perry rejects 
lifting Bosnian 
armsembargo 

STANFORD', Calif. (AP) — 
Lifting the arms embargo against 
Bosnia would lead to on increase in 
'bloodshed that could spill beyond 
that Balkan nation, Defense Secrctaiy 
William Perry said Sunday. 

Perry called the Bosnian govern- 
ment’s three-year-old fight against 
Serbian rebels just but he'reiterated 
the Clinton administration’s opposi- 
tion to lifting the arms ban against - 
Bosnia. The Muslim-led Bosnian 
govenunent and many in Congre'ss 
favor lifting the embargo to enable 
the government to better equip itself 
•to face the well-armed Serbs. 

“People think this is an easy way 
out, and a cheap way out — all we ' L 
have to do is snap our fingers,” he 
said. “My opinion and the opinion of 
-our best military advisers is lifting the t 
embargo would provoke a humanitor- f 
ion catastrophe in Bosnia.” 

In 1992, before the United Nations 
sent in troops, about 100,000 people 
were killed in ethnic fighting that 
arose after Yugoslavia split into dif- 
ferent nations, Perry said. 


may prevent welfare 
reform legislation 


• . WASHINGTON. — Senate 
Republicans arc so deeply divided 
over welfare reform that it might 
be difficult for them to pass any 
legislation on this key GOP issue, 
Senate Majority Leader Robert J. 
Dole, R-Kon., said Sunday. 

After moving easily through the 
House and three Senate commk- 
tces, welfare reform is trapped in a 
Republican ideological and 
■ regional cross-fire that threatens to 
delay and perhaps even scuttle one 
of the most prominent elements of 
the Republican legislative agenda. 

In recent days a mqjor conflict 
has developed within Republican 
ranks over the formula for divid- 
ing federal welfare money among 
the stales. 

“And if we get into a big formu- 
la fight, it’s going to be very diffi- 
cult to pass any welfare bill,” Dole 
said Sunday on CBS’s “Face the* 
Nation." 

Senate Republicans engaged in 
what some participants described 
as heated debates over welfare 
reform during a caucus lost week 
and floor action on the issue was 
then postponed. 

Dole said Sunday, "We have a 
working group now trying to 
come to — you know, bring 
everybody together on the 
Republican side,’’ but he did not 
say when he expected welfare 
reform to come up for a vote. 

The formula fight pits repre- 
sentatives of Sun Belt states with 
high population growth against 
those from Northern and . 
Midwestern states with stable or 
declining populations. Other bat- 
tles are being fought between 

• Republicans who place a premi- 
um on using welfare reforms to 
engineer social chqng es such as 



a decrease in . 
teen pregnancy 
and those 
whose first 
priority is 
reducing rule- 
making by the 
federal gov- 
ernment. 

Altogether, 
the Senate’s 


handling wel- 
fare reform illuminates a. greater 
variety of priorities and alle- 
giances among congressional 
Republicans than was apparent 
when the House charged through 
the GOP's “Contract With 
America" last springs Welfare 
reform .was one of the key ele- 
ments of the contract. 

“The hot-button issues here ore 
the formula (for allocating money 
among the states) and the numlx^ 
of restrictions to put on the slates 
in spending it," Sen. Kay Bailey . 
Hutchison, R-Tcxas, said last 
week. “We arc far from consensus 
at this point.” 

The House passed a welfare bill 
in March that would turn poverty 
programs over to the states with 
lump sum payments, or block 
grants, to pay for them. Governors 
would be required to meet strict 
work requirements and to deny 
benefits to teen-age mothers, and 
for additional children born to 
women receiving welfare. Many 
of the restrictions are designed to 
reduce the immber ofLchildren 
bom out of wedlock. ( ') 

The Senate Finance committee 
passed a bill last month that drops 
all restrictions except the work 
requirements, leaving it up to ' 
slates to determine who should 
receive assistance and at what 
level. 


Majority leader says 
Senate will vote on Foster 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole 
indicated Sundoy that the long- 
stalled nomination of Pr. Henry 
Foster as surgeon genera! will 
come to a vote on the Senate 
floor. 

Dole, R-Kan., who in the past 
has said he might prevent the. 
nomination from ever coming to a 
vote, told CBS’ “Face The 
Nation” that he hoped to meet 
with Foster tliis week. 

“Then we’ll try to arrange some 
schedule to consider it. There will 
be two voles,” he said. 

Dole has acknowledged that 
Foster supporters have the 50 
votes needed for final passage, but 
that obtaining the 60 votes to cut 
off debate will be rhore difficult. 

Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Tcxas, and 
other Republicans who strongly 
oppose the nomination ore expect- 
ed to filibuster if the nomination 
comes up for a vote. The Senate 
would need the 60 votes to break 


the filibuster and force a final 
vole. 

Later in Sunday’s interview, 
Dole qualified his position. • 

He said he still wanted to talk to 
the Tennessee obstetrician-gyne- 
cologist about some -of his past 
activities. “Based on what the ' 
responses are then I’ll make a 
judgment on when to bring it to 
the floor qnd if to bring it to the 
floor." 

Most Republicans oppose the 
'nomination, citing questions about 
Foster’s past record. in performing 
abortions. But op May 26, he was 
approved by thqScrute Labor and 
Human Resources C^ommittee by 
a 9-7 vote, with two Republicans 
backing Foster. 

Some Republicans who oppose 
Foster have said he at least - 
deserves a vote on the Senate floor, . 
and Democratic women senators 
lost week warned that they would 
hold up other legislation if Foster’s 
nomination remained on hold.

"That there Is the first U.S.

This passageway — called Node 1 
— is to be launched on a space shut- 
tle in December 1997, one month 
afier the Russians send up the first 
station building block, a power and 
propulsion tug.' 

That's not all. Across the huge 
room at NASA's Marshall Space 
Flight Center is an arced sheet of 
shiny aluminum that will form the 
U.S. laboratoiy module.

■ Craig and Kempthome voted with 
the 67-3 1 majority against an amend- 
ment to the Telecommunications 
Competition and Deregulation Act 
that would have prevented cable 
operators from raising rates substan- 
tially above the national average of 
systems facing efiective competition, 
according to the Consumer Federa- 
tion of America and Consumers 
Union. 

“The senators from Idaho have 
voled to allow the monopoly cable 
industry to reach deep into the .con- 
sume’ p^ketbooks and raise cable 
prices by as much os $5 to $7 a 
month," said Bradley Stillman of the 
Consumer Federation of America, 
which includes 240 consumer advo- 
cacy groups with a combined mem- 
bership of 50 miIIion..“We are disap- 
pointed that Sens. Kempthome and 
Craig voted to.allow cable compa- 
. nies to earn excess profits rather. than . 
to constrain cable rates in Idaho,’’ 
said Gene Kimmelman of the 
Consumers Union.

^rspace. The Senate, os port of a sweep- 
ing telecommunications bill, on Thursday 
passed a provision to curb transmission of 
indecent matenn] over.the Internet and re- 
strict ‘children's access within the global 
computer network." 

Unfortunately, the provision is little 
more than a reflexive attempt to filha regu- 
latory void .with legislation aiihed at the 
content of computer information. Thot at- 
tempt, while politically seductive, could 
prove to be unworkable, unenforceable 
and ultimately unconstitutional. 

Many a bad law has grown from lack of 
understanding. And if the legislative reme- 
dies now pending in Congress ard any in- 
dication, there is a dearth of sophistication 
about emerging computer technology and 
its profound implications for society! The 
naivete is understandable. For ordinary 
home computer users, the Internet — . 
made up of 50,000 computer links world- 
wide connecting 30 million individual 
users — is unfamiliar, territory, and this is 
true for many members of Congress as 
well. The complexity of the Computer 
Age does not lend itself to old-fashioned 
regulatory mechanisms such as, say, the 
Federal Communications Commission 
granting or withholding broadcast licenses. 

Many consider the Internet — assuming 
one can afford the computer hardware and - 
on-line fees — to be the closest thing there 
is to a free market in ideas! To the infor- 
mation-hungry, the Internet offers substan- 
tial rewards,, as can be attested to by any- 
one who'has surfed the n<5t and found 
gents ranging from guitar chords to mathe- 
matical formulas to gardening tips. How - 
ever, the net has a dark side, too. 

The stories of the two teen-agers, Tara 
Nobel and Daniel Montgomery, who ran > 
away from home after making contacts on 
computer chat lines, have increased the 
computer-abuse anxiety of law enforce- 
ment and parents across the country., In- 
evitably, with so many voters concerned, 
the attention of politicians fbttows. 

Sen. James J. Exon, D-Neb., is the spon- ' 
sor of the Communications Decency Act 
of 1995, passed Thursday as an amend- 
ment to the Senate telecommunications 
bill. His measure would make it a crime to 
creafe and transmit “obscene, lewd, laseiv- 


_ious,-fiIthy or indecenf’ materials on com- 
mercial computer networks or the Internet 
.Violators would be punished with fines of 
up to $100,000 and/or up to two years in 
prison. Exon argues that the legislation 
would protect children from so-called “red 
light'* districts dn'th^ Internet It now ' 
to the House, as part of the telecommunica- 
tions bill. 

We fully agree with. all who demand 
that childrm shielded from pornograph- 
ic words and images. However, Exon's 
’ measure falls short on some key points. 
For one, it does -not distinguish between, 
material that merely may be “indecent" or 
in bad taste and hard-core pornography; 
that failure to distinguish could have a 
chilling eftect on free speech and raises a 
host of constitutional issues. Also, the pro- 
vision — designed to restrict children's 
access to indecent materials on chat lilies 
or indecent pictures supplied by commer- 
cial providers — recognizes no difference 
between minors and consenting adults on 
the Internet as a whole. 

Another problem is one of definition. 
Obscenity is defined by the Supreme 
Court os material that offends the average 
person of the community or taken as a 
whole is lacking in “serious literary, artis- 
tic, political or scientific value."

SurfWateh Software, a 
Los Altos, Calif., company, has develop^ 
software that bars children from Internet 
areas that contain sexually .explicit materi- 
als.

Lost week's U.S. Supreme Court twin de- 
cisions against aftlrmative action were only 
the latest in a long line of rulings making 
clear that racial preferences — even prefer- ' 
enccs for historically disadvantaged minority 
groups — ore highly disfavored under the 
law.- 

Last Monday, the court placed limits on' 
federal construction contracts for minorities 
and invalidated a Kansas City, Mo., mifgnet- 
schools program designed to attract suburban 
whites to inner-city schools. In May, the 
court let stand a ruling striking down a 
blacks-only seholorshtp program at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 

Over the years — dating bock to the 
Bakke decision in 1978, which struck down 
a medical school admissions program thot set 
aside seats for members of racial mlnoriti^ 

— the court mtyority has repeatedly ruled' 
this way. Racial elauifications, the justices ■ 
have said, are virtually never permitted un- 
der the Constitution and will be upheld only, 
under the most compelling circumstances. 

The justiees have repeated this stance with 
government contracts and the drawing of 
congressional districts. So the court position 
is plain. The question is when will the rest of 
the country catch up? , - - 

Clearly, opponents of racial prefbrences' 
hoping to end the pervasive use of roch pref- 
erences in higher education'ondothercon- ' 
texts must not only prevail on the legal bat- 
tlefields but must also win over the hearts 
and minds of educators and politicians. This 
will be a challenge: In the blacks-only schol- 
arship case, educators across the country 
have downplayed the significance of the 
court action; tnaktng clear that they intend to 
continue to provide preferential distance to 
black students. And if those educators are in- 
tent on discriminating on the basis of race, 
they will have little difficulty evading the oc- 
casional court decision telling them not to.

Yet until educators come to understand 
that current practices are education^ly unr 
sound and morally banknipt, little will 
change on our campuses. Already', educators 
have managed to turn Bakke on its head, re- . 
peatedly citing it for the proposition that the 
Supreme .Court has the use of racial prefer- 
ences in college admissions decisions. So 
long as courts decline to hold that schools 
con come up with a rationale sufficiently 
cofnpelling'so os to justify racial preferences, 
educators so inclined will always have room 
10 argue that their particular preference pro- 
gram is the exception that posses constitu- 
tional muster.

Tiananmen leader released from prison 


BEIJING (AP) — The lost of the 
most-wonted leaders imprisoned for 
their roles in China’s 1989 
Tionanmen Square democracy 
movement completed his six-year 
sentence Sunday and emerged from 
prison unrepentant. 

' Liu Gang, 34, was third on the 
Chinese government’s list of most- 
wanted student leaders. Over (he 
years, he has become known inter- 
nationally for his smuggled reports 
of beatings, forced labor and solitary 
conrinement of political prisoners. • 
“1 feel that not only was I being 
tempered in the past six years, but 
also that it was. a very- honorable 


event,” Liu said by telephone from 
his home in northeast China’s Jilin 
province. 

Liu, a graduate of Beijing 
University, China’s most prestigious 
university and traditionally a center 
of student activism, helped organize 
protest networks among the capital’s 
.schools in 1989. 

When the protest was crushed in a 
bloody.militnry crackdown on June 
4, 1989, Liu fled Beijing, but was 
arrested several weeks later posing 
as a dockworicer. His pale skin'and 
uncallouscd hands betrayed him. 

Liu was sent to prison in remote 
northeastern China, and little. was . 


heard from him until September! 
1990, when he went on a hunger!

- be considered a nuisance if it molests oth- 
ers, wanders repeatedly, damages properly - 
or “barks, whines, or howls In on excessive, 
continuous, or untimely fashion.” 

The county law would allow the People 
for Pets Humane Society or sheriffs 
deputies to capture or impound stray or nui- 
sance dogs. Moreover, sheriffs deputies 
could “employ any legal means" to capture 
a vicious dog if the dog's owner does not 
suncnd.cr it. 

Breaking the law would be a misde- 
' meonor, with a penalty for the dog owner of 
up to $300 or a 30-day jail term. 

The proposed ordinance does not include 
. q Twin Falls city stipulation that requires 
' owners of unruly dogs to post a $10,000 
. liability bond to show responsibility for the 
dog’s actions. , ; •

looking, for a local occupational 
health program rather than send- 
' ing employees to Twin Falls, 
Bauscher said. 

People who have been offered a 
job through a company that uses . 
Minidoka Memorial’s program, 
are scheduled for a physical, an 
agility test and drug screening, 
depending on a company’s pre- - 
hinng requirements. 

An agility test may include lift- 
ing a 100 pound sack of sugar if a 
prospective employee is applying 
for a heavy labor job at 
Amalgainated, Bauscher 
explained.

Strong finish earns 1st major championship at U.S. Open

SOUTHAMPTON, N.Y. - Corey Pavin 
stood on the I8th fairway, 228 yards from the 
flag on the closely guard^ green, clinging to 
a one-stroke lead in the U.S. Open.

Hush Puppies crafty 
to soothe tibiose barklrig dogs 


Knljdit-RidderNewi Service ' 

ROCKFORD. Mich. *:- Hush 
Puppies be^ here. On this floor 
. of the Wolverine tannery that 
smells lik6^ thousand wet.dogs. 
The eroitujs wafting from the pi- 
lots of pigskins not quite fresh 
from the slaughterhouses. 

The hides piled waist high oathe 
red briek floor arrive packed and 
preserved in salt.- Many of these 
' have come in from Des Moines. 
The process of preparing them to 
be stitched into shoes involves 
techniques Wolverine invented 
during' me Korean War. 

It can take 40 to-60 hours to • 
conqilete tanning, which degrebes 
the bides, removes the hair and sta- 
bilizes the' proteins so that the 
hides will not rot and dri»y. 

Once the- hides emerge from 
these barrels, it’s leather. 

Although the uppef^'riibo'of 
thq shoes are stitchM in tvro main 
foctories in the Dominican Repub-- 
lie and Puerto Rico, the soles and 
heels are attached, in Rockford. The 
final bufiing, brushing and boxing 
is done here, too; 

Thcicolor process can take any- 
where .from 8 to 17 hours depend- 
ing on the product and color. A1 
Clark, Hush Puppies colorist for 15 
ye8i3,mb(edtbenu^c potions that 
helped to create the' bu^ess mira- 
cle. 

' Many of the .colors that have 
qiariced Hush Puppies’'revival ex- 
isted all along. But those swatches 
of raspberry and lemon were ; 
tucked away in the company’^ 
archives. Clark dug tbem out and ' 
set about recreating them and a few 
new colors, too. 

To create True Green — grass 
green ineeta a neon light — he 
mixed turquoise, chartreuse and 
tan. Wild violet was already on 


record from 1981. But this time, 
Clark hauled it out for the men’s 
line instead of the women’s, where 
it originated. i 

Naming the shoes now is a 
group effort, but the original names

intravenous feeding to people fresh out of 
‘ surgety or still recovering from serious illness. 

This shift is being driven by the managed 
care revolution that is reshoping health care in 
• AmeriM. Managed care companies arc pres- 
suring hospitals to cut costs by releasing 
’ patients sooner, creating demand for a new 
type of room for the person who is too sick to 

- go home but not sick enough for a ho^ital. 

Nursing homes now are punching out walls, 
hanging new signs and hiring new staff — or 

- sometimes just relabeling old wards — in a 
mad scramble to capture this new type of tran- 
sitional patient. The incentive? Medicare, the 
health insurance for the ailing elderly,:which 
is worth three or four or more times the reim- 
bursement generated by the typical nursing 
home patient on Medicaid. 

“What’s important for these nursing homes 
is they’re converting a SlOO-a-day patient into 
a $300-a-day patient," said Joyce Albers,

Researchers narrow cause of Wyoming vertigo 


. THERMOPOLIS, Wyo. (AP) — 

. One fall morning Belinda Willson 
stepped out of bed and nearly plunged 
to the floor. Her world was spinrang

of 1992.' When doctors investigated 
the outbreak, they found that 35 peo- 
ple, or Ipercent of Che town’s popula- 


tion, had never had the vertigo before. 

“That (the 35) sounds like a small 
number of people that were infected 
but if extrapolated across the nation, 
that means that million people 
would have bad vertigo in a six-month 
period^’’ said Dr.' 1. Kaufmftn 
Arenberg, an car specialist in Denver. 

“Our patients in the hospital were 
acutely ill. They were so dizzy they 
couldn't' eat The slightest movement 
of their bead made them vomit," said 
nurse Colleen Hanson of Hot Springs 
Memorial Hospital. 

The problem was usually' ascribed 
to flu symptoms or 'an ear infection. 
Nobody suspected an outbreak until 
Hanson made an offhand remark to 
Arenberg, who was -treating her hus-' 
bond for a worse ear aftlictioi) known- 
os Meniere’s disease. 

Researchers from the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention and elsewhere say the 
Thermopolis outbreak was the first 


serious'investigation 6f a violent verti- 
go epidemic. Doctors have long 
thou^t virusM 'cause vertigo in some 
cases, but the Thermopolis Incident 
coupled with an outbreak at an 
Atlanta clinie last summer helped 
them narrow down the link. 

- “This is the first study that rqill^ 
corroborates the role of a virus in epi- 
demic violent vertigo ... that viruses 
that go to the inner cor os opposed to 
viruses that go to the sinus are out 
there and can cause inner ear prob- 
lems," said Arenberg,, of the 
International .Meniere^s Disease- 

. Research Institute. 

Arenberg, one of the authors of a - 
report about the .case, said the out- 
breaks appear to have been caused by 

-an-onterovirus, a family of viruses 
whose members can cause polio and 
nieningitis. 

' The discovery could be good news 
to millions of Americans who suffer 
from vertigo or similar but more 


severe diseases and the millions who 
have never tmn diagnosed or treated, 
oiTicials say. 

, “I was surprised to learn how com- ’ 
nion vertigo was,” said Or. Scott 
Dowell, a CDC epidemiologist. *‘We 
found lots and lots of cases. But 1 
think there are many different things 
that con cauLSe vertigo. The one we’re 
interested in happens in eluaters.-
